A convention 
deb ate tomorrow on this and the 
race issue appeared almc^t inevi­ 
tab le. 
The party ’s platform committee 
voted down the various amend­ 
ments supporting the idea that the 
states, rather than the federal gov­ 
ernment, 
should 
have 
authority 
m er domestic affairs. 
On the other hand, the committee 
b y an overwhelming thunder of 
**no’s” defeated a northern attempt, 
b y May or Hub ert Humphrey , of 
Minneapolis, to have the platform 
pledge federal action guaranteeing 
to all Americans: 
(1) 
Safety from Ijmching, 
(2) 
equal job opportunity , (3) full po­ 
litical participation, and (4) equal 
treatm ent in the armed forces. 
Some of those points were similar 
to President Trum an’s civil rights 
program of Feb ruary , which started 
an historic howl from Dixie Demo­ 
crats. 
The Truman program called for 
federal laws against ly nching, poll 
taxes, and discrimination in hiring. 
The platform committee actions, 
disclosed to reporters b y memb ers 
who came out from time to time, 
left the civil rights plank of the 
platform the way it was in an ear­ 
ner tentative draft.

Gov. Dewey And Sen. Taft 
Discuss Domestic Issues 


NEW YORK. July 13 (A>)—Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey and Sen. Rob ert 
A. Taft (R-Ohio) tonight discussed 
domestic issues on which the New 
Yorker will campaign for the presi­ 
dency . 
The GOP nominee and the Ohio­ 
a n held a dinner parley in Dewey ’s 
hotel suite. While it was in progress, 
Dewey released this statement: 
“Sen. Taft and I had a thorough 
discussion of a large numb er of 
legislative prob lems which will come 
b efore the next Congress and some 
of which will b e the sub ject of 
campaign discussion. 
“There will b e no further com­ 
ment from the Senator or from 
me.” 


CAIRO, July 18 (iiP)—Arab leaders 
huddled in Amman today to plan 
Intensified war against the Jews 
b ut a well-informed Jewish source 
said a new Palestine truce is likely . 
In the b attle 
areas, 
air 
and 
ground action mounted. Haifa had 
its first air raid of this war. Two 
b omb s were dropped. 
British sources said Britain Is 
now ready to join in strong United 
Nations action to halt the fighting. 
This would represent a shift in 
British policy . Previous American- 
Russian moves for forceful action 
in the Holy Land crisis were b locked 
largely through British opposition. 
“Coercion” Attempt Charged 
The Arab office in London con­ 
tended that Britain is try ing to 
“coerce” the Arab states into ac­ 
cepting a Jew'ish state in Palestine. 
It forecast a “widespread explosion” 
in the Arab area if the attempt 
succeeds. 
The Arab office, an information 
service maintained b y the seven 
Arab states, said the Arab peoples 
see themselves b eing b lackmailed 
b y a campaign of tremendous diplo­ 
matic pressure from the West to 
coerce them into acceptance of a 
Jewish state in Palestine. It said 
Britain is taking a leading part in 
the campaign. 
Meanwhile, Arab and Jewish ar­ 
tillery b lazed away in the b itter 
b attle for the Jerusalem-Tel Aviv 
highway .

The Jews seemed to b e preparing 
for an attack to drive the Arab s 
from Jerusalem.

LAKE SUCCESS, July 13— 
The United States today demanded 
that the Security Council order an 
immediate cease-fire in Palestine. 
The proposal provides for use of 
United Nations force if the Arab s 
or Jews fail to comply . 
United States 
Deputy Delegate 
Philip Jessup asked for a sp>eedy 
vote and the council plunged into 
deb ate. 
Sir Alexander Cadogan announced 
British support of the American 
plan 
with 
minor 
qualifications. 
Sy ria immediately exposed it, with 
Paris El Khouri re-introducing an 
old Arab plan to refer the whole 
Palestine prob lem to the Interna­ 
tional Court of Justice. 
El Khouri conceded the United 
Nations could suppress the Arab s 
b ut he said the moment United 
Nations forces pulled out of the 
Holy Land fighting would start all 
over again. 
A spokesman for the Israeli gov­ 
ernment complained the American 
plan would keep in force a world­ 
wide arms emb argo and restrictions 
on Jewish immigration. 
The council adjourned until to­ 
morrow morning when Russia is 
expected to speak on the American 
motion. 
“Time For Action,” Jessup Say s 
The cease-fire would take effect 
within three day s and would remain 
in effect until the situation in the 
Holy Land could b e peacefully ad­ 
justed. 
It was the strongest proposal ever 
laid b efore the council.

The American resolution also calls 
for an unconditional cease-fire in 
Jerusalem within 48 hours.

Gromy ko Quizzes Bemadotte 
“The United Nations must not 
allow the Palestine prob lem to b e 
worked out on the field of b attle," 
the Swedish Count said b efore a 
council chamb er jammed with spec­ 
tators. 
Bemadotte toy ed with his mon­ 
ocle as he addressed the council 
personally for the first time since 
he took over the job of try ing to 
mediate 
Jewish-Arab differences. 
He remained calm even when sub ­ 
jected to a sharp cross-examina­ 
tion from Russia’s Andrei A. Gro­ 
my ko over his X)owers. 
Gromy ko and Council President 
Dmitri Z. Manuilsky , of the Soviet 
Ukraine, 
challenged 
Bemadotte’s 
peace 
suggestions, 
including 
his 
plans to alter the partition b oun­ 
daries and suggestions for a pleb i­ 
scite. Manuilsky said during a rapid 
exchange that b oth were in direct 
violation of the United Nation As­ 
semb ly ’s decision to partition Pales­ 
tine. 
Bemadotte said he W'as given 
the task of mediating and not en­ 
forcing partition. “If I should b e 
IQO per cent b ound b y the partition 
decision, there would b e no need 
to have a mediator b ecause no me­

Union Shop Is 
Compromised 


Contract Is Signed 
' 
After Goldsborough 
Brings About Accord 


WASHINGTON, July 13 (JP) — 
Federal Judge T. Alan Goldsb orough 
b rought ab out a peaceful, out-of- 
court settlement today of a week- 
long strike in the “captive” coal 
mines of the steel industry . 
Agreement on a contract was 
worked out in Goldsb orough’s cham­ 
b ers b etween the striking United 
Mine Workers and representatives 
of the management of the captive 
mines, whose product all goes to 
fuel the nation’s steel furnaces. 
The contract quickly was signed 
and the 40,000 strikers were advised 
to go b ack to work. 
Goldsb orough is the judge who 
twice fined the UMW and its presi­ 
dent. John L. Lewis, for contempt 
of b ack-to-work orders in previous 
strikes. 
He had taxed the union 
treasury $2,130,000 in those earlier 
proceedings. 
Union Shop Accepted 
In the dispute compromised today , 
the steel companies had refused to 
sign the July 1 contract accepted 
b y the rest of the soft coal operators 
b ecause it gave Lewis a union shop. 
The Taft-Hartley Act requires 
approval b y a majority of the union 
memb ership b efore a union can 
ob tain such an agreement. 
In a 
union shop, all men hired must join; 
the union. 
Lewis can’t get such an election 
b ecause he is ineligib le to use the 
National Lab or 
Relations 
Board 
voting machinery . He has refused 
to sign non-Communist affidavits 
or to sub mit the required financial 
data ab out his union. 
But the union shop provision was 
accepted b y b oth sides in today ’s 
agreement with a stipulation they 
\ ill modify it if court rulings re­ 
quire It.

Malaria Studies 


Malaria means all things to all 
men. To the historian it suggests 
the fall of Rome and other clviliza- 
f 
tions; to many of 
I our 
veterans, 
it 
recalls the Med- 
¿5^ Iterranean or the 
^ South Pacific; to 
a small group of 
^ scientists, 
inten- 
,J sive research. But 
1 , to 
the 
average 
* p e r s o n , malaria 
^ brings to 
mind 
' 
quinine and mos- 
, Dr. Van Dellen quitoes. 
Until recently , we had alway s be­ 
lieved that malarial parasite settled 
in 
the blood. But now there is 
strong evidence to show that the 
organisms set up housekeeping Ini­ 
tially in the tissues. Here they mul­ 
tiply and change into a form cap­ 
able of invading the blood cells. Up 
to this time, the Individual is un­ 
aware of being a victim but as soon 
as the parasites reach the circula­ 
tion the ty pical chills and fever 
ensue. 


Through this discovery , many of 
the my steries associated with ma­ 
laria have been clarified. It ex plains 
why quinine and atabrine controlled 
the sy mptoms but frequently failed 
to cure. What happened was simply 
that the organisms in the blood 
were killed but those m the tissues 
survived. Consequently , when the 
remedy was discontinued, the para­ 
sites In the tissues reproduced, and 
the cy cle sta r ts all over again. On 
the other hand, if treatment Is giv­ 
en over a long period, the malarial 
organisms live their life ex pectancy 
and die eventually from old age. 
Cure follows provided reinfection 
did not take place. 
In addition, considerable research 
has been done along the line of 
treatment. Several new drugs have 
been discovered including pama­ 
quine, pentaquine, quinacrine, chlor- 
oquine, 
and 
chlorguanide 
(don’t 
blame me for these names). Some 
of the compounds are better for 
treatment; others, for prophy lax is; 
and still others for supression. Re­ 
ports on cures are also available. 
Pamoquine, for ex ample, In com­ 
bination with quinine, seems to have 
this property especially in the re­ 
lapsing tjrpe—vivax . This is for­ 
tunate because this is the little 
fellow that remains In the tissues 
for a lengthy period in contrast to 
falciparum, which dies out much 
mdre quickly . 


The story of DDT and the mos­ 
quito is now old. But the solution 
to this phase of the problem is far 
from complete. We still have mos- 
• quitos because, to eradicate the 
“ critters” completely is time-con­ 
suming and costly . In a recent bul­ 
letin of the Florida state board of 
health, the editors demonstrate the 
difficulty encountered in attacking 
the problem. In that state alone, 
there are over 70 ty pes of mos­ 
quitoes and “ each prefers its own 
peculiar way of life, its own kind 
of breeding waters, its own seasonal 
program of annoy ance, its own vic­ 
tim of preferances among different 
animals and man, its manner of 
scattering over the country side, its 
own bearing on disease transmis­ 
sion, and its own reaction to differ­ 
ent control measures.” 
There are 9 different varieties of 
the genus anopheles and among the 
ty pes classified are the salt-marsh, 
rain-pool 
(including gallinippers), 
domestic, 
Mansonia, 
grassy -pond, 
acid-pond, tree-hole breeders, air- 
plant breeders, and crab-hole mos­ 
quitoes. Prom this list, it is evident 
that students of malariology have 
quite a large field for their research 
work.

chromic acid. A 25 per cent solution 
of aluminum chloride is frequently 
effective. During the day , powder 
should be used freely . X-ray ther- 
apy is sometUnes recommended but 
sc r 
only as a last resort.

PHILADELPHIA, July 13.—Long 
after the Democratic National Con­ 
vention will have passed into his­ 
tory , the maneuvers and counter- 
maneuvers of these last few day s 
w’ill have an important effect on 
the future of the party . 
Those 
Democrats 
who 
wanted 
President Truman to step aside will 
be the first after election day , in 
the event that Dewey has won the 
presidency , to declare that the de­ 
feat was due entirely to Mr. Tru­ 
man’s stubbomess. 
The New Dealers will claim that 
Justice Etouglas might have won if 
he could have been nominated with 
the blessing of the outgoing leader 
of the party . 
The southerners will claim that a 
liberal conservative could have won. 
About the only thing all factions 
of the party will agree on, if defeat 
comes nex t autumn, is that Mr. 
Truman was personally responsible. 
This could hardly be an auspicious 
state of affairs in w'hich to begin a 
reorganization 
of 
the 
party . 
It 
could mean the beginning of politi­ 
cal fratricide such as the Republi­ 
cans ex perienced in 1912 and did 
not really recover from until 1920. 
There will be some who will pre­ 
dict the disintegration of the Demo­ 
cratic Party and the realignment of 
the two major parties with new ele­ 
ments in each. This is alw’ay s pre­ 
dicted when one party or the other 
seems to be losing popular favor. 
What happens usually is not the 
formation of a powerful third party 
but the splitting off of factions 
which ultimately find it desirable 
to go back to the main party in a 
contest for control.

Pilsudski, 
Chiang Kai-shek and the oligarchy ,

Stalin are representative of the cur­ 
rent trend.

The LaVaie Civic Improvement Association does 
not intend to permit its efforts for a Sanitary District 
to die without a fight. 
And in the face of recurring 
developments over its water supply, who can blame

The decision of the Circuit Court, holding that the 
election which had authorized the setting up of a 
Sanitary District to be “null and void,” was a keen 
disappointment to those who had labored so earnestly 
to bring it about. 
Judge Huster, in his opinion, took 
Issue with three points of procedure leading to and in 
the fasting of ba'iots, and he found that all of them 
were in direct conflict with the general election laws. 
The Board of Wee Hon Supervisors, in failing to adhere 
to the provisions of the statutes governing elections 
was. it would seem, to blame. 
One of the mistakes made was in permitting the 
holding of the election in a bowling alley when the law 
specifically states that “in no case shall an election 
be held in any building used or occupied as a bowling 
alley.** 
Ti* clause governing the issuance of public 
notice of an election was not observed. 
Only a six- 
day notification was given when the law says ten are 
required. 
The Court further upheld the complaining 
group's charge that the registration of persons eligible 
to vote was illegal—another error by the Board of 
Election Supervisors. 
A decision on whether another election shall be 
beld is in the hands of the election supervisors, and 
inasmuch as it was their fault that the one held in 
December has been declared void it might be expected 
that they would hasten to undo the mistakes which 
have caused the election to be set aside. 
Edward J. 
Ryan, attorney to the election board, has, however, 
suggested that the right to a new election be deter­ 
mined by rn: imam us proceedings. 
His recommenda­ 
tion will, in all probability, be followed because of 
the provision in the legislative act to the effect that 
the election be held within 90 days from the time 
of its enactment 
Attorney Ryan also seeks a ruling 
on who should bear the cost of a second election. 
It 
would seem unfair to ask residents of LaVale to meet 
the cost when it was no fault of theirs that the pre­ 
vious election has been held invalid. 
Failing to get a satisfactory decision from the 
election supervisors or the Court, should the request 
for a new vote be referred to it through mandamus 
proceedings, the proponents of a Sanitary District 
plan to appeal the Court's opinion declaring the 
election invalid. This will take considerable time and 
probably will delay the final outcome for an in­ 
definite period and the possible realization of a Sani­ 
tary District for a year or more. 
It goes without saying that should a new election 
be ordered the campaign will be as spirited, if not 
more so, than that which preceded the balloting last 
December. 
Then, opinions over the issue were sharp­ 
ly divided, those favoring a Sanitary District winning 
out by the scant margin of 16 votes. 
Whether 
another contest will confirm that decision cannot, of 
course, be known, but the need for a Sanitary District 
remains. 


Economic Structure 
Twisted Out Of Shape 
The •‘third round** of wage increases is now wen 
along and the prediction that it would give the post­ 
war inflationary spiral another upward twist is being 
borne out. 
Each day the headlines add new details 
to the story as prices rise in response to the inexorable 
thrust of higher production costs. 
Industrial users and consumers who use it to 
heat their homes must pay more for coal (50 cents to 
$1 a ton in Cumoerland) because John L. Lewis and 
his United Mine Workers have new contracts with 
the bituminous and anthracite operators. 
New cars 
are being priced higher because the United Auto­ 
mobile Woikers are getting more pay. 
Railroad rates 
are being Increased because the roads pay the workers 
more. 
Other examples could be cited if they were 
needed to show what is happening. 
But it should be noted that some price increases 
only now appearing must be attributed to the second 
round of wage increases rather than the third. 
That 
Is true of the passenger fare increases granted the 
eastern railroads by the Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission. The struggle over the second round has just 
ended with a settlement between the roads and the 
three brotherhoods that held out for months after 
the other signed. 
But, whether soon or late, wage boosts bring price 
boosts. 
And, as prices push on upward, workers again 
find that their earnings buy less. 
So there are new 
wage demands, spreading throughout industry. Mean­ 
while, hardships grow worse for those who depend on 
fixed incomes and salaries, savings melt away as the 
value of the dollar declines, insurance policies no 
longer give the protection they once did. 
The country is in a boom now. But inflation is 
twisting the economic structure out of shape. 
If the 
process goes on much longer, a readjustment will be 
inevitable—and the longer it goes on the more painful 
that readjustment will be. 


VA Uses Scissors 
Acting on orders of Congress, the Veterans Admin­ 
istration bas finally got hold of a pair of scissors and 
t ’im m ed some of the frills off the OI training program. 
The idea behind the program was an excellent one. 
Many veterans have used the governm ent’s generosity 
and wasted the taxpayers' money on courses taken 
aolely for their own am usem ent. 
It is on this latter group th a t the VA has now be­ 
latedly cracked down It is no longer going to pay 
the bills of veterans who w ant to learn ballroom danc­ 
ing or bartending. From now on if a form er OI wants 
to take go'f lessons develop his personality or learn 
to fly a glider, he is on his own. 
These new rules may hit a few veterans who ser­ 
iously intend to make a career of gliding, bartending 
or ballroom dancing But the vast m ajority enrolled 
in these course* have simply been having fun at the 
governm ent’s expense VA money could be far better 
spent on ’he maimed and m entally ill now lying in 
hospitals, sometimes without adequate care. Perhaps 
It will be. now th a t the frills are shorn.

Malaria Studies 


Malaria means all things to all 
men. To the historian it suggests 
the fall of Rome and other clvlliza- 
* tions; to many of 
£ our veterans, 
it 
recalls the Med­ 
iterranean or the 
South Pacific; to 
a small group of 
scientists, 
inten­ 
sive research. But 
.to 
the 
average 
p e r s o n , malaria 
brings 
to 
mind 
quinine and mos- 
0 De. Vaa Defies qUitoes. 
Until recently, we had always be­ 
lieved that malarial parasite settled 
in the blood. But now 
there is 
strong evidence to show that the 
organisms set up housekeeping ini­ 
tially in the tissues. Here they mul­ 
tiply and change into a form cap­ 
able of invading the blood cells. Up 
to this time, the Individual is un­ 
aware of being a victim but as soon 
as the parasites reach the circula­ 
tion the typical chilla and fever 
ensue. 


Through this discovery, many of 
the mysteries associated with ma­ 
laria have been clarified. It explains 
why quinine and atabrine controlled 
the symptoms but frequently failed 
to cure. What happened was simply 
that the organisms in the blood 
were killed but those in the tissues 
survived. Consequently, when the 
remedy was discontinued, the para­ 
sites in the tissues reproduced, and 
the cycle started all over again. On 
the other hand, if treatment is giv­ 
en over a long period, the malarial 
organisms live their life expectancy 
and die eventually from old age. 
Cure follows provided reinfection 
did not take place. 
In addition, considerable research 
has been done along the line of 
treatment. Several new drugs have 
been discovered including pama­ 
quine, pentaquine. quinacrine, chlor­ 
oquine. 
and 
chlorguanide 
(don’t 
blame me for these names). Some 
of the compounds are better for 
treatment; others, for prophylaxis; 
and still others for supression. Re­ 
ports on cures are also available. 
Pamoquine. for example, in com- • 
bination with quinine, seems to have 
this property especially in the re­ 
lapsing type—vivax. This is for­ 
tunate because this Is the little 
fellow that remains In the tissues 
for a lengthy period In contrast to 
falciparum, which dies out much 
more quickly. 


The story of DDT and the mos­ 
quito is now old. But the solution 
to this phase of the problem is far 
from complete. We still have mos- 
■ quito** because, to eradicate the 
“critters** completely is time-con­ 
suming and costly. In a recent bul­ 
letin of the Florida state board of 
health, the editors demonstrate the 
difficulty encountered in attacking 
the problem. In that state alone, 
there are over 70 types of mos­ 
quitoes and “each prefers its own 
peculiar way of life, its own kind 
of breeding waters, its own seasonal 
program of annoyance, its own vic­ 
tim of preferences among different 
animals and man. its manner of 
scattering over the countryside, its 
own bearing on disease transmis­ 
sion, and its own reaction to differ­ 
ent control measures.” 
There are 9 different varieties of 
the genus anopheles and among the 
types classified are the salt-marsh, 
rein-pool (including gallinippers), 
domestic, Mansonia, 
grassy-pond, 
acid-pond, tree-hole breeders, air­ 
p la y breeders, and creb-hole mos­ 
quitoes. From this list, it is evident 
that students of malariology have 
quite a large field for their research 
work.

X-ray ther­ 
apy is sometimes recommended but 
only as a last resort.

Anti-Truman Plotters' Philadelphia Hotel Room Filled With Coca-Cola Bottles, 
Not Cigar Smoke; Truman's Nomination Means Votes For Wallace

PHILADELPHIA, July 13.-The 
smoke-filled room that put Harry 
Truman into the White House was 
Ed Flynn's suite at the Blackstone 
Hotel in Chicago in 1944. Vise so­ 
called smoke-filled room “that tried 
to take Harry Truman out of the 
White House in 1948'* was tile club 
room at the Drake Hotel in Phila­ 
delphia. 
Only it was filled with 
coca-cola bottles rather than cigar 
smoke. 
In Chicago. Mayor Kelly of Chi­ 
cago. Mayor Hague of Jersey City, 
Ed Flynn of the Bronx and Bob 
Hannegan gathered to chart the 
Truman strategy, and to talk long 
distance to Roosevelt on his special 
train en route west. 
In 
Philadelphia. 
Kelly, Flynn, 
Hague, and Hannegan were oil un­ 
happy about Truman’s Insistence 
that he run again. But the real plot­ 
ting against Truman was charted 
by Bill Ritchie of Nebraska. Harry 
Carlson of New Hampshire. Barnett 
Hodes of Chicago, August Scholle 
of Michigan. Carl Rice of Kansas, 
Senator Claude Pepper of Florida, 
George Gooch of Florida, and Jark 
Kroll of Ohio. 
Whereas the pro-Truman bigwigs 
met late at night and in strictest 
secrecy at the Blackstone, the anti-

F he w ere a different sort of man. 
one would suspect Justice William

Democratic Maneuvers Will 


Have Vital Effect On Party

PHILADELPHIA, July 13.—Long 
after the Democratic National Con­ 
vention will have passed into his­ 
tory. the maneuvers and counter­ 
maneuvers of these last few days 
will have an important effect on 
the future of the party. 
Those Democrats 
who wanted 
President Truman to step aside will 
be the first after election day, in 
the event that Dewey has won the 
presidency, to declare that the de­ 
feat was due entirely to Mr. Tru­ 
man’s stubborner. 
The New Dealers will claim that 
Justice Douglas might have won if 
he could have been nominated with 
the blessing of the outgoing leader 
of the party. 
The southerners will claim that a 
liberal conservative could have won. 
About the only thing all factions 
of the party will agree on, if defeat 
comes next autumn, is that Mr. 
Truman was personally responsible. 
This could hardly be an auspicious 
state of affairs in which to begin a 
reorganization 
of 
the party. 
It 
could mean the beginning of politi­ 
cal fratricide such as the Republi­ 
cans experienced in 1912 and did 
not really recover from until 1920. 
There will be some who will pre­ 
dict the disintegration of the Demo­ 
cratic Party and the realignment of 
the two major parties with new ele­ 
ments in each. This is always pre­ 
dicted when one party or the other 
seems to be losing popular favor. 
What happens usually is not the 
formation of a powerful third party 
but the splitting off of factions 
which ultimately find it desirable 
to go back to the main party in a 
contest for control. 
Wallace Will Not Get Anywhere 
Henry Wallace will not get any­ 
where with his third party. He 
might have been a towering figure 
at this convention lf he had stayed 
within the Democratic cabinet. He 
would have been the logical choice 
of the New Dealers who. in 1944. 
came within a few votes of winning 
the vice presidential nomination for 
him. 
The battle for control of the 
Democratic Party will begin imme­ 
diately after the election. The battle 


will go on for a long time and the 
first casualties will be the Truman - 
ites. Many of them who moved over 
to Truman belatedly will point with 
pride nevertheless to the record 
made before this convention as­ 
sembled—the drive to get Eisen­ 
hower to run. 
Curiously enough, if Truman h a d ^ 
been willing to step aside, it is ( V 
broad 
question 
whether 
anyone 
nominated in his place, except 
Eisenhower, could win the coming 
election. It must be assumed that 
the General would not have accept­ 
ed the nomination even if Mr. Tru­ 
man had asked him to do so. The 
fact Is that Democrats* didn't de­ 
velop any real leaders in the 12 
years or more that the late Franklin 
D. Roosevelt ran the party. It takes 
time to develop leaders. The Re­ 
publicans had a dearth of good men 
after the defeat of Hoover in 1933 
and It took a long while to bring 
out the half-dozen candidates of 
stature who strove to win the nom­ 
ination here last month. 
The struggle between New Deal 
and anti-New Deal, which is really 
tile equivalent of conservative and 
radical factionalism, will continue 
with considerable intensity. If the 
Republicans after winning the next 
election should run into an eco­ 
nomic jam. due either to a sudden 
curtailment of aid to Europe or mis­ 
management of the tariff problem, 
the radical New Dealers will make 
headway in gaining control of the 
Democratic Party. 
Preparing The Record 
So what is done here this week 
will prepare the record. What looks 
I rr eve Isnt and inconsequential to­ 
day may some day assume real im­ 
portance. Those who have wanted to 
sidetrack Truman will say “I told 
you so.” 
So next November It Dewey wins, 
their condemnation of the Pres­ 
ident will be as severe as their 
espousal of Elsenhower was enthu­ 
siastic. There are long faces to bo 
seen already—the drive for Eisen­ 
hower may have been a counsel of 
desperation but it was a revelation 
also of an expected defeat if Tru­ 
man were nominated.

The Democratic Process 
T 


he right of a people to change 
their government has become 
rare. Government by the con­ 
sent of the governed was the 
ideal of Nineteenth Century liber­ 
alism and an increasingly large 
number of countries adopted Con­ 
stitutions, parliaments and some 
form of representative government. 
Even nations like China. Japan, 
Turkey, Persia and Russia in the 
early Twentieth Century approach­ 
ed this problem with some decision. 
By liberty was meant freedom of 
choice in the selection of govern­ 
ment and the legal rights of man 
defined to protect him against the 
state. As Benjamin Franklin put it; 


“Those who would give up 
essential liberty to purchase a 
little temporary safety deserve 
neither liberty nor safety.” 


This process of increasing the 
rights of the individual in the con­ 
trol of his government is now ar­ 
rested. The effect of two wars and 
the disorganizations that followed 
each has been to substitute the ty­ 
rant or an oligarchy for representa­ 
tive government. The rights of the 
people have decreased or have been 
obliterated altogether. Hitler, Mus­ 
solini, Franco, Salazar. Pilsudski, 
Chiang Kai-shek and the oligarchy, 
called the Politburo, headed by 
Stalin are representative of the cur­ 
rent trend. 
Daniel Webster once said: 


“The last hopes of mankind 
rest with us; and if it should 
be proclaimed that our example 
had become an a r g u m e n t 
against 
the 
experiment, 
the 
knell of popular liberty would be 
sounded throughout the earth.* 


And he was much more correct 
than he could have known at that 
time. For what has actually hap­ 
pened is that the remaining free 
peoples have become to an increas­ 
ing degree dependent not only eco­ 
nomically but politically dependent 
upon the continued success and 
stability of the United States. 


Should the economy of this 
country falter, the whole of 
Western Europe will suffer a 
political defeat either by revo­ 
lution or by imitation. Should 
our 
political 
institutions de­ 
generate, free institutions every­ 
where would be denounced as 
incapable of sustained exist­ 
ence. 


That is why the two conventions, 
the Republican and Democratic are 
so important this year. It is not so 
much a question of personalities as 
it is that the public debate on great 
issues should be broad and full. For 
that is of the very nature of free 
institutions. It is during campaign 
years that the politicians can be 
made to respond to the challenge of 
the people. 
Politicians are the mechanics of 
partisan victories. Their judgments 
are limited by their tasks. Few of 
them are really concerned with 
matters of fundamental principle 
or national welfare. Their business 
is to win elections, to twist and 
turn. to scheme and trick, to high- 


hollow triumph. And they were the 
principal Douglas men this time. 
What this means is very simple 
and very important. These same 
organization leaders have now ut­ 
terly abandoned the old theory of 
the big city machines, that any 
hack was a good enough candidate, 
so long as he was "safe.” Being dis­ 
tinctly astute, they have learned the 
lesson that effective leadership and 
progressive thinking are now need­ 
ed to appeal to the voters in their 
wards and precincts. In short, they 
realize that safe men are no longer 
safe candidates. This in turn pro­ 
vides a foundation on which to 
build a genuinely progressive Delim­ 
it.tile party with a sound organi­ 
zational framework. Such a party 
ot the future will no longer be re­ 
garded 
by 
Republicans, 
or 
the 
country, as a rather macabre polit­ 
ical zombie—which 
Is 
what the 
present Democratic party looks like 
at this convention.

And 
unless he steps up to look at the 
name plates, he's only going to 
recognize a few of tile faces—-Wash­ 
ington, the patriot; Jefferson, the 
champion of civil liberties; Lincoln 
who freed the slaves; Teddy Roose­ 
velt who fought big business; Wil­ 
son. the internationalist, and P. D 
Roosevelt who. in spite of his blun­ 
ders. fathered a monumental set of 
social reforms. 
Tile Tylers, Van 
Burans. Polks and Harrisons —- if 
Dewey remembers their faces at all, 
it will be because he saw them on 
the high-priced postage sumps. 
When he walks into the room 
which Abe Lincoln once used as an 
office, the new President may very 
well wonder why one man is re­ 
membered and another forgotten. 
As he puffs a cigarette. Dewey 
figures to ask himself some ques­ 
tions: 
"Where do I go from here? 
How do I keep from becoming an­ 
other Harding? What do I have 
to do to rate bronze statues and 
a national holiday on my birth­ 
day?”

For the first time in his career, 
nobody will be able to do anything 
for Tom. For the first time in his 
life, he wont have to worry about 
: etching for the next rung of the 
ladder, because there wont be any. 
When you’re President of the Unit­ 
ed States, you have no future 
except in people’s memories. 
Put yourself in Deweys place. 
Wrhich 
way would 
you 
jump? 
Wrould you decide to string along 
with the few fat cats, or would you 


make a bid for immortality bv 
fronting for the millions of lean 
ones? I think it's as simple as all 
that. 
When I predict that Marse Tom 
is going to carry the bali way left 
of center, don t get me wrong. I’m 
not referring to Mr. Stalin's kind 
of left. 
I’m talking about those 
liberal gestures which a courageous 
President can make within the 
framework of our Constitution. 


Does this column mean that I'm 
going to thump the tub and vote 
for Dewey this November? As of 
right now. I don ( know. But I do 
know I’m not going to be afraid to 
vote for him. And if I do decide 
to pull the Dewey lever, itll be 
because I confidently expect some­ 
day to hear a lot of good Repub­ 
licans refer to him as "That Man."

44-week radio year, will touch 
more than $7,000,000.

Hence, the need 
to give the listening audience a 
shot-in-Lhe-arm — free offers. Re­ 
gardless of Hie criticism and com­ 
ment. give-away radio programs 
are flourishing. 
As of mid-May, the networks 
bad a minimum of 30 shows to 
which prizes were being awarded 
for either knowing the right an­ 
swer or being able to writ* the 
best last line or best 35 words on 
something or other.

He serves as the middle-m&n be­ 
tween th* company anxious to 
have its products mentioned on 
the network, and the show anxious 
to give away bigger and bigger 
Items of booty. 
Typical of tile new •middle­ 
m an” is a west coast advertising 
firm that was one of the first to 
avail itself of the specialist job. 
Once, radio producers went hat in 
hand to m anufacturers asking for 


give-aways. 
The west coast ad 
man. realising th* advantages ai 
Ute free plug a, took over. 
Today, this one company han­ 
dles at least 60 firms, all of whom 
pay him to give their products 
away through the beet channels. 
For his service*, the ad man get* 
a minimum 15 per cent commis­ 
sion. 
S e l e c t i o n of participants bi 
strictly a "blind chance” when 
telephone

are 
concerned. 
Most programs have no set for­ 
mula aa to what section of the 
country will be next called. Where 
studio audiences participate, there 
may be some selection before pro­ 
gram time so that no one will ba 
picked who doesn t want to par­ 
ticipate. 
In the Dr. I. Q. show, the an­ 
nouncer walking up and down the 
aisle selects the contestant# on th* 
basis of hie belief that the selected 
person may be a winner.

However, despite these minor 
amendments, radio's rainbow spar­ 
kles in the sky as hundreds ot 
new pots
